Failing to catch a bar across the 
Stairway at which he had leaped while 
at play, Charles A. King, jr., 14 years 
old, yesterday fell to the foot of the 
basement stairs outside the Hine Jun- 
ior High School, receiving injuries from 
which he died a few hours later at 
Sibley Hospital. 

The accident occurred under the 
horrified gaze of a dozen companions 
with whom the boy had been playing 
and with whom he was returning to 
classes at the end of the luncheon re- 
cess. The companions, many of whom 
with Charles had leaped and caught 
the bar dozens of times, rushed to the 
foot of the stairs and, realizing the 
seriousness of the youth’s injuries, 
hurriedly called’ school authorities. 

Unconscious, the boy was carried 
into the school building and Dr. J. C. 
Pyles was called. The boy’s father, 
who lives at 1367 E street scutheast; 
was notified and arrived soon after the 
physician. Together they took Charles 
to Sibley Hospital, where his injuries 
were diagnosed as a fracture of the 
skull and a broken shoulder. 

At the hospital Dr. Pyles was joined | ™ 


im the fight to save the boy’s life by 


Dr. Paul 8S. Putzki. Their efforts were 
unavailing, and Charles died shortly 
after 8 p. m, 

The boy’s mother, Mrs. Ethel King, 
who had spent the entire afternoon at 
the hospital praying for the success of 
the dectors, was prostrated and could 
not be comforted by her husband or 
by their only other child, Ethe], a 
student at Eastern High School. 

“Charles was just a regular byo,” his 
father said. “He was fond of athletics 
and recently had been devoting all 
his time to football, playing on a scrub 
team made up of the boys in the neigh- 
borhood In the summer he played 
baseball with the same crowd.” 

The bar at which Charles was leap- 
ing when he fell extends from a rail- 
ing around the top of the stairs lead- 
ing to the basement of the school, to 
the wall of the building. It is said 
that students, entering the basement 
by this stairway, frequently leap on the 
bar and “chin” themselves on it and 
then drop gently to the stair under 
them, only a few feet.

Hoover Train, Cumberland, Md., Nov. 
1 (A.P.).—The basis of progress, of all 
advance in this country, must be its 
continual prosperity, Herbert Hoover 
tonight told an enthusiastic audience 
that greeted him here en route to his 
California home to vote. 

Within an hour after he had been 
cheered by a throng at Union Station 
in Washington, the Republican presi- 
dential candidate was greeted by sev- 
eral thousand persons at Brunswick, 
Md., where a special stop w s made in 
order that he might appear for a min- 
ute or two on the rear platform with 
Mrs. Hoover. 

From Brunswick the nominee was 
taken into West Virginia to find at 
Martinsburg a cheering throng which 
not only filled the space immediately 
around the station but was banked on 
a nearby hillside. . 

The candidate shook hands with 
scores who pressed around his car, but 
postponed the beginning of his rear 
platform speaking campaign until his 
train had crossed back into Maryland 
and reached Cumberland. 


Talks in Public Square. 


Leaving his car there, Hoover ap- 
peared in the public square near the 
Station where he-made the first of the 
four addresses he will deliver on his 
trip across the continent.

PRESIDENT MAGHADD 


All Political Elements Agree: 
on Unanimous Selection 
of Executive. 
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HEAVY VOTE INDICATED 


Havana, Cuba, Nov. 1 (A.P.).--Gen 
Gerardo Machado y Morales was re- 
elected President of Cuba today in an 
election in which he was unopposed. 
Though there are divergent political 
elements in Cuba he was agreed on 
several months prior to the national 
elections as the candidate of each of 
them, 


The ballots were still being counted | 


tonight and election officlals said indi- 
cations pointed to an exceedingly heavy 
vote. After the polls had closed Presi- 
dent Machado issued a statement in 
which he said: 

“At this moment in which the elec- 
torate has granted me once more its 
unanimous confidence I wish publicly 
to declare my purpose of maintaining 
an interior and exterior policy in ac- 
cord with the standards of strict jus- 
tice, sincere probity and cordial under- 
standing which have characterized my 
first term as president. I considered 
that in relation with my work of gov- 
ernment this past will signify the prep- 
aration for the future. A new obliga- 
tion to this nation commences with me 
now.” 

Actual reelection of President .Ma- 
chado will take place in a mannér sim- 
ilar to that employed by the United 
States electoral college when the “com- 
promisarios presidenciales” sits in April 
He will be inaugurated at noon, May 
20, 1929, for a term of six years. He 
now is concluding his first term of 
that period. 


Sources for scientific research we have 
decreased {illness and suffering and 
lengthened the average life.

The suit by the Halls was started 
soon after the special grand jury in- 
vestigating bootlegging and police cor- 
ruption had indicted Hoff as leader of 
an alcohol distributing ring.

By the 
time the ten days expire the lawyer 
will heve- filed his appeal and the exe-~- 
cution of the death penalty will auto- 
matically be stayed until the court of 
final jurisdiction passes upon the plea.

In the midst of the tumult and. the 
shouting the average’ ¢itizen may have 
noticed that he is still compelled to earn 
his living by his own efforts.

PENNSYLVANIA ‘ELECTRIFICATION. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad has authorized 
the electrification of its entire service, freight 
and passenger, between New York City and 
Philadelphia. The lines between New York 
and Newark already are electrified, a8 are 
those between Philadelphia. and Wilmington, 


and the project now authorized contemplates 
electrification of the lines. between Newark 
and Wilmington. Three hundred and twenty- 
five miles of line and 1,300 miles of track are 
involved, and the total cost will run to 
$100,000,000. Work will be begun shortly 
and electrification will be completed in seven 
or eight years. Thereafter, if conditions war- 
rant it, the project-of electrifying the road’s 
entire 11,000 miles .of trackage will be plan- 
ned section by section. 

Decision to embark upon the project fol- 
lowed a comprehensive study of present traf- 
fic conditions and future traffic possibilities. 
It appears to engineers of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, for example, that the metropolitan 
area of New York, by 1950, will -contain 
30,000,000 persons. With increased public 
demand for transportation already constituting 
a problem, the Pennsylvania undertook to 
ascertain how best it could pravide additional 
facilities. This led to the opening up of the 
whole question of electrification. The im- 
mediate factors that influenced the decision 
to proceed at this time are described by Presi- 
dent Atterbury as the “greater economy of 
electric traction as compared to steam opera- 
tion in dense traffic territories, the growth of 
the Southern passenger business, the increas- 
ing density of both freight and passenger busi- 
ness on the Eastern lines and the probability 
that in the future more rapid movement would 
be required, and the desirability of using elec- 
tric traction in connection with 
tion of new

FAILURE OF RUBBER MONOPOLY. 

Wednesday marked the end of Great 
Britain’s attempt to control the price of rub- 
ber through restricting its production. In 
1922 the restriction scheme was imposed by 
legislation, and it immediately boosted the 
world price of rubber. Almost immediately, 
however, counter forces became active. Dutch 
interests, which are second only to those gt 
Britain in the production of crude rubber, 
seized the opportunity to increase their acre- 
age. In the United States Secretary Hoover 
sounded a warning against the British rubber 
monopoly. - On his advice reclaiming rubber 
became commercially important, and leading 
manufacturers got under way projects calcu- 
lated to make them ultimately independent of 
foreign supplies. Great Britain came to re- 
alize that rubber restriction was not working 
to her advantage, and early this year the 
gzovernment announced that it would bring 
the experiment to a close. 

Withdrawal of the restriction scheme ves- 
terday had little effect upon the price of rub- 
ber, for its effect had long been discounted. 
Officials of the New York Rubber Exchange 
do not believe that the end of restriction will 
have any appreciable effect upon the market 
in the future. In addition to the fact that 
the effect had been discounted, they point out 
that, although stocks are about the same as 
they were last year, consumption is now 50 to 
65 per cent ahead of production. } 

It is not likely, however, that British rub- 
ber growers will ever fully recover from the 
effect of the legislation. Abandonment of the 
restriction act in a way constitutes a double 
victory for the American. manufacturer and 
consumer, for not only will the United States 
be able to buy British colonial rubber on a 
fair commercial basis from this time forward, 
but it will be able, within a few years, to sup- 
ply so much of its own rubber that any simi- 
lar attempt in the future would be ineffective.

LOCAL GAS RATES. 
The demand of the Washington Gas Light 
Co. for a revaluation, as the basis for demand- 


ing an increased rate for gas, does not make 


a hit with the public. The company has made 


good profits ever since its organization in 


1848, and its stock is now 400 per cent above 


par. The items included in the new valuation 


as proposed by the company are absurd, if 
they are to be used for rate-making purposes. 
An island in the Potomac which cost the com- 
pany $72,785 is now valued at $364,000. Are 
the gas consumers of Washington to pay a 
higher rate because the company has made 
money*in real estate? 

The “‘going concern” value of the company 
is fixed at $3,000,000. This represents a con- 
tribution from the public. 
to be taxed, extra because it has made the 
company profitable? 

The book cost of the company’s plant is 
$14,000,000, and its present valuation is $16,- 
000,000. The company asks the Public Utility 
Commission to fix the valuation at about $30,- 
000,000. Once-this valuation has been fixed, 
the company will ask for rates that will yield 
a return of, say, 7.per the 
valuation. With the gas rate already higher 
than that of Baltimore, the Washington public

AIRSHIP COMMERCE. 

With the Graf Zeppelin safely at rest in its 
lriedrichshafen, air commerce has 
recorded another important advance, The first 
commercial flight Kurope to the United 
States and return possibly should not 
rated as completely successful, but neverthe- 
less it served to demonstrate the fact that with 
certain refinements the dirigible is a thorouch- 
ly practicable agent for commercial transpor- 
tation over great distances. -It is likely that 
the Graf Zeppelin will become the forbear 
of great fleets of similar vessels. 

Dr. Eckener is pleased with the performance 
of the ship. The engineer has done his »art, 
he says, by demonstrating’ that transatlavtic 
travel by dirigible is mechanically correct and 
practicable, and now it is up to the banker to 
furnish money to make the transatlantic diri- 
gible an everyday thing. He says further that 
Zeppelins of the future must have more pow- 
erful power plants so that they will be better 
able to cope’ with adverse winds; but he points 
to the fact that the Graf Zeppélin outrede 
storms of ' considerable proportions as _ indi- 
cating that its design and construction are 
basically correct. 

American capital must soon decide wheiher 
or not, upon the basis of the performance of 
the Graf Zeppelin, it is willing to enter into 
the construction of commercial dirigibles. The 
fact that the Graf Zeppelin earned some $340,- 
000 on the trip, with attendant expenses esti- 
mated at not more than $150,000, does not 
mean, of course, that every transatlantic air- 
ship would immediately become a great money- 
maker. The margin between earnings and 
expenses was great enough, however, to indi- 
cate that even, with the element of novelty 
removed it would be possible to operate air- 
ships in transatlantic trade at a profit, and 
there no longer tan be any doubt that air 
travel will become popular as its advantages 
are demonstrated, 

Under any circumstance dirigibles built with 
American capital should be registered under 
the American flag, as part of the American 
naval reserve.

BONDED SPORTS. 


Illinois does not often do things by 


| halves, according to the St. Louis Post 


Dispatch. This is illustrated by the 
novel proposal upon which the people 
of that State will vote next month to 
issue, $20,000,000 of bonds for the pro- 
motion of fishing and. hunting. What 
Illinois has in mind is the Pennsyl- 
vania plan, by which fishing and hunt- 
ing in the Keystone State have been 
restored to an almost primitive condi- 
tion. Deer and bear are more plentiful 
in Pennsylvania than in most of the 
Rocky Mountain States. Fishing is. bet- 
ter than in any other State east of the 
Mississippi River. Illinois plans to buy 
hunting and fishing ground. which will 
be stocked and opened to the public 
under regulations. She asks the people. 
to advance the $20,000,000, which she 
proposes to repay out of hunting and 
fishing licenses. The legislature has 
authorized a vote on the su ° 

The American people g€éem definitely 
to have set their faces \Qward democ- 
racy in hunting and fishing. All the 
State and national movements have as 
their primary object making these 
sports available to everybody, in oppo- 
sition to Europe’s policy of confinixg 
them to the privileged few. There has 
been before Congress for some years a 
bill which would establish public shoot- 
ing grounds and sanctuaries. This 
measure designs chiefly to save marsh 
lands which would otherwise be 
drained, also one of the purposes of the 
Illinois bond issue. In Missouri, where 


*the movement has spread rapidly in the 


last few years, the State has purchased 
only uplands, most of them ‘around the 
big springs in the Ozarks. No marsh 
lands have been taken over, but some 
will be when Missouri's horizon in this. 
matter widens.

Dr. Evans will not: make diag- 
nosis or prescribe for individual dis- 


ease. 
I after the health of the president, 
the directors, and the other officers 
and department heads on company 
time and at company expense. This is 
the opinion of Dr. H. G. Murray, based 
On several years’ experience with a large 
company. This company provides for a 
careful examination twice a year of its 
officers and executives. Salesmen who 
travel are vaccinated against smallpox 
and typhoid fever. 


The examinations have disclosed com- 
paratively few serious organic diseases. 
So far as the discovery of such disease 
is concerned the service has not justi- 
fied itself. Where it has scored is in 
discovering faulty habits and in se- 
curing their correction. Practically 
one-half of the group got no physical 
exercise in winter. Under counsel from 
the health adviser one-half the men 
now play volleyball one hour a day for 
three days a week on company time. 
This exercise is followed by a hot and 
@ cold shower. Efforts to get men to 
taking setting-up exercise and other 
forms of noncompetitive exercise failed 
to get results. 

Some of the faulty habits most fre- 
quently encquntered and the frequency 
of each were as follows; Errors in diet, 
60; excessive smoking, 16; no exercise 
during. winter, 40; insufficient rest and 
sleep, 12; chronic constipation, 18. In 
about one year, one-half of these faulty 
habits had been corrected. 

Other defects frequently found and 
usually corrected’ were: Underweight 
and overweight; defective vision; defec- 
tive hearing; cavities. in teeth; bad ton- 
sils; low or high blood pressure; corns; 
poor arches; calluses and bunions; cor- 
rectible posture defects. More Ahan 
one-third of these were corrected. One- 
third of the weight abnormalities were 
made right; in more than one-third 
the blood pressure became normal: and 
in 8 out of 29 foot and posture irreg- 
ularities were made normal. 

In bringing this about no compul- 
sion was used. Perhaps the force of ex- 
ample was more potent than was advice 
in securing results. The alm was to 
get each man to correct one faulty habit 
or minor defect a year, and this much 
was generally accomplished.

THE BIDDING. 


South should bid two Spades. With 
three Aces, No Trump 1s tempting; but 
with a strong five-card Major suit and 
a defenseless suit, the Major bid is 
much safer. If South held six Spades, 
there would be no question about bid- 
ding more than one; but with only 
five cards, some danger is connected 
with bidding two if North is a partner 
who ts liable to Jump to four with only 
two Spades. On the other hand, one 
Spade would be a dangerous bid 
cause North with strength enough to 
jump a bid-of two, may not have the 
strength to jump a one-bid, and s0 
an opportunity to make game might 
be lost. Assuming a capable partner, 
South’s safe and sound bid is two 


Spades. 


After South's two Spades, North 
should bid two No Trumps to show 
South that North has less than normal 
Spade support, but has two other sults 
When Contract was new, the 
practice was to support a Major two- 
Sid with less than normal support;

Amateur Code Directed 
Against Poor, Official Says 

New York, Noy, 1 (A.P.).—Sharp crit- 
icism of the present amateur athletic 
standards is made in the current issue 
of the new publication, Sportsman- 
ship, by Dr. Henry Stoddard+ Curtis, 
State director of physical education in 
Missouri and former secretary and vice 
president of the Playground Associa- 
tion of America. 

“Our present amateur rule makes an 
infinite amount of trouble without get- 
ting anywhere,” said Dr. Curtis in an 
article entitled, ‘‘What is an Amateur?” 

“It is directed solely against the poor 
fellow, but in his case it is nearly al- 
ways violated in spirit if not in letter. 
I is a carry-over from aristocratic Eu- 
rope that is not justified in democratic 
America. 

“The poor man cannot afford to give 
the amount of time that intercollegiate 
athletics take in order to make a spec- 
tacle for others. If we give him an 
athletic scholarship or compensate him 
at current prices for the time taken, 
we shall only put him on the same 
basis as the other fellow who does not 
need to make his way.” The type of 
play which is represented in intercol- 
legiate contests, Dr. Curtis says, “is 
semiprofessional.”

Arthur Carr. third member of the 
committee of three appointed by the 


Real Estate Board to appraise the 
Washington and Georgetown gas light 
companies’ land, yesterday told the 
Public Utilities Commission that the 
estimate of $3,111,520.45 for land for 
which the gas companies paid only 
$766,948.58 not only was not excessive, 
but might have been fixed higher with 
justification. 
Carr said that the water rights 
owned by the gas companies in con- 
nection with their plants on the 
Georgetown channel and the Anacostia 
River materially increased the value 
of those properties, but under cross- 
questioning by Ralph B. Fleharty, peo- 
ple’s counsel, admitted that the water 
rights held by the company were not 
transferable and could not be used for 
any other purpose than ‘gas making. 
Carr’s testimony and Fleharty’s ques- 
tioning developed that in both plants 
the vaiue of the property was materil- 
ally enhanced by the fact that the 
property was in a solid block and could 
not be divided by streets which have 
not been cut through, under the rights 
given the gas companies years ago. 
Fieharty developed the point that 
these rights, too, belonged to the gas 
companies alone for gas making pur- 
poses, and could not be transferred. 


Admits Public Nuisance. 


A gas plant is a public nuisance and 
deteriorates surrounding property, low- 
ering its marketable value, Carr ad- 
mitted. He had declared that the gas 
piant sites were. ideal for industrial 
purposes, but under Fleharty’s ques- 
tioning, went on to say that even if 
the value he had placed on the sites 
as industria] sites was greatly reduced 
by the fact that the gas companies’ 
rights were not transferable, the west- 
ern plant site would still have a high 
value. 


If the gas plant were eliminated en- | 


tirely and water rights were eliminated | 
and closed streets opened, Carr said, 
the plant site would be “an ideal site” 
for an apartment house and as such 
would have a higher value than that 
placed on it by the real estate commit- 
tee, which appraised the land for the 
gas companies. 

R. O, Luqueer, consulting engineer 
employed by the gas companies, re- 
sumed the stand at the conclusion of 
Carr’s testimony. He testified on depre- 
ciation. 

Depreciation, he 
to restore property to its original con- 
dition. He cited several examples. A 
coat of paint would restore the huge 
gas tank built several years ago to its 
original condition at a cost of, per- 
haps, $300. There should be no de- 
preciation allowance, he said, on a 
value which only required replacement 
of minor parts now and then. Pipes 
in side buildings and shielded from the 
elements do not depreciate, he added. 


$27,000,000 Explained. 


Pleharty asked him what the more 
than 827,000,000 valuation he claimed 
aoe the’ Washington company repre- 

sented. 

That figure, Luqueer replied, did not 
represent value, but an evidence of 
value. Harrison Brand, jr., vice chair- 
man of the commission, asked Luqueer 
whether he had a list of properties not 
“used or useful” which had been in- 
cluded in his valuation estimate. Lu- 
queer said he had not prepared such 
a list. Brand asked him to do so and 
he said he would. Only properties ‘used 
or. useful” may properly be included in 
a utility valuation under the law, and 
it 1s contended by those fighting the 
high valyation by the gas companies, 
that there are a number of high priced 
items included in their claims im- 
properly. 

Following conclusion of Luqueer’s 
testimony, the valuations hearings were 
adjourned until Wednesday to permit 
Fleharty time to prepare for his cross- 
examination of Luqueer. Fleharty will 
be ‘assisted by Byers McK. Bachman, 
chief acountant of the commission, H, 
Carl Wolf. consulting engineer em- 
ployed by the commission to do the 
same work for it that Luqueer did for 
the companies, and Willlam J. Saunders, 
consulting .engineer, who recently re- 
signed after fifteen years service in the 
valuation division of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Later these 
experts will testify themselves.

Are Arrested During Revels: 


58 Elect to Stand Trial, but Methodical Convictions Price 
Intoxication at $10, Rowdyism at $5—Men 


in Ballet Skirts Chided. 


Halloween hang-overs prevailed in 
Police Court yesterday. Records re- 
vealed that _ olice arrested 120 revelers, 
who celebrated not wisely but too well, 
on intoxication and disorder charges. 

However, only 58 of that number pa- 


raded before Judge Gus A. Schuldt for 
trial. The other 62 forfeited collateral 
they posted x‘ police stations. Acquittals 
were few and $10 was the standard 
price for intoxication convictions, while 
$5 was paid for disorder. 

Gales of laughter swept the court- 
room when three young men costumed 
in shore ballet sxirts and wearing silken 
hose marched up to be tried for dis- 
orderly conduct and intoxication. They 
are John D. Flynn, 23 years old; Rus- 
sell Peters, 31 years old, and Robert 
Murdock, 28 years old. 

After greeting them as “three little 
maids from school,” Judge Schuldt 
listened to the charges. Bashfully, they 
denied attempting to enter a ‘Srivate 
room at a downtown dance hall, for 
which they were arrested, but admitted 
the drunk charge against them, dpdge 


Schuldt adjudre them guilty of both 
charges and fined each $15. 

David Forrest, colored, amused the 
courtroom with a unique defense tc 
an intoxication charge. While «walking 
along the street, Forrest. teclared, he 
was set upon by a costumed ciemot. 
who dragged him into a nouse, threw 
him on the floor, sat on his chest, 
pried open his mouth and poured the 
contents of a pint -bottle of vhisky 
down his throat. His weird tale “ailed 
to register with the court and ne was 
fined $10.
